French cambrics and lawns are entered 
under the denomination of German 
lawns; and we regret, that the Germans 
have brought ther lawns fo nearly to re- 
feinble the fabric and quality of the 
French. But becaule foine things have 
happened difagreeable, we there- 
tore reject a law that in other reipects 
has done us fervice? Would it not be 
more proper to point out fome remedies, 
and make this law (till more benelicial 
to the nation? This we hope may be 
attempied, and we believe it may pot 
be difficult to point out fuch as would 
be very effectual. It merits our atten- 
tion the more, that the main firuygle 
for this lawn-manutacture is betwixt 
France and us ; 2 competitior very in- 
terelling on account of the value oi tLe 
object, {ince tor goods of this fort, which 
might be every penny faved, we pay 
France yearly, notwithftanding all 
make, fome hundred thousand pounds 
Sterling.’

A receipt for making potatoe-fiarch, 
Se quantities of wheat are confi- 

ined in making ftarch, that the prices 
or both are thereby railed. The tol- 
lowing method of making ftarch is tree 
trom this j incouveniency ; the {tare thus 
made, is not only much cheaper, but 
of a belter quaiily than that made of 
wheat; and as the method has becn 
tried with fuccefs by the Countels of 
Marin in France, and alfo in feve:a! 
parts of Yorkfhire, we doubt not but it 
will be well received. 

Take potatoes; wafh them well in 
clean water, fo that not the leait earth 
or dirt may be left upon them. Pare 
them with a knife as F ightly and nicely 
as poilible, fo as too much of the lub- 
{tance may not be taken away, nor yet 
the leait {kin remain; or you may 
fLrape them as they do turnips and 
ther roots. ‘Vhen take feveral earthen 
pans halt filled with pure water, anda 
= srater as fine as thofe ufed tor gra- 

ing fugar. Reft your grater upon the 
tn wf the earthen pan in the water, 
and thereon graie your potatoes as you 
do citrons and quinces, moiltening them 
froin time to time, and taking care not 
to prels the potatoes too hard upon the 
erate. The grated potatoe will fink to 
the ape When your pans are all 
Jet them ftand till they be well 
ee ; then pour off the water by in- 
clining them very gently, left the finelt 
nart of the orated fubitance fhould ru 
off along ith the water. The grated 
potatoe may then be put into fewer 


vans, each being filled within four or 
five fingers breadth of the top, and then 
filled up with pure water. Let the 


matter be well ftirred about and wath- 
ed; and when it has ftood to fettle, 


let the pan be inclined and the wate 

poured off as before.

and pals all ley thr ough 
hag ; two pounds of dh um ina 
proper quantity of water, and add this 
folution to the ley 3 ftir them well to- 
pether, and the whole will grow fome- 
what thick ; then repafs it through the 
fiannel bag; the liquor will run out 
clear. But if it be at all heat boil it 
again, with the addition of a little dif- 
folved alum; pat it again, and all the 
carmine will be left in the bag. Pour 
trefh watcr, repeatedly, into the bag, 
till all the alum be wathed clean away. 
Then dry the colour, fo as no duit may 
fettle upon it, and keep it for ule, having 
felt reduced it to an i: aie ible powder 
iva glafs or marble mortar.

Here is nothing more apt to furprife a forcigner, than the extreme i 
liberty we enjoy in this country, of communicating whatever we 

pleafe to the public, and of openly cenfuring every meature which is en- 
tered into by the King or his minifters. If the adminiftration refolve up- 

on war, it is affirmed, that either wilfully or ignorantly they miftake the | 

intereft of the nation, and that peace, in the prefent fituation of affairs, 

is infinitely preferable. If the paflion of the minifters be for peace, our 4 

political writers breathe nothing but war and devaftation, and reprefent: ; 

the pacific conduét of the government as mean and pufillanimous. As . 

this liberty is not indulged in any other government, either republican or | 

monarchical ; in Holland and Venice, no more than in Fiance or Spain ; it , 

may very naturally give occafion to thefe two queftions, “ How it happens 4 

that G. Britain enjoys fuch a peculiar privilege?” and, “ Whether the : 


unlimited exercife of this liberty be advantageous or prejudicial to the pu- 
blic ?” 


As to the firft queftion, “ Why the laws indulge us in fuch an extra- 
ordinary liberty?” 1 believe the reafon may be derived from our mixed

Wate els and jesloufy. The Roman Emperors were, many of them, 

the moil friehtful tyrants that ever difgraced humanity ; and it is evident 

thar crvelty was chiefly excited by their yealeufy, and by their obferving, 

it all the great men Rome bore with impatience the dominion of a 
PUY, Which, but a litle 


wily, wi octore, was no ways fuperior to their own. 
On Ue cther bans. as tie republican part of the government prevails in 
England, though with « great mixture of mgnarchy, it is obliged, for. 
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sts own prefervation, to maintain a watchful zea/ou/y over the magiftrates, 
to remove all difcretionary powers, and to fecure every one’s life and for- 
tune by general and inflexible laws. No aétion muft be deemed a crime 


but what the law has plainly determined to be fuch : no crime muft be 
imputed to a man but from a legal proof before his judges; and even 
thefe judges muft be his fellow-fubjects, who are obliged, by their own 


intereft, to have a watchful eye over the incroachments and violence of 
the minifters. From thefe caules it proceeds, that there is as much liber- 
ty, and even, perhaps, licentioufnels, in Britain, as there were formerly 
flavery and tyranny in Rome. 


Thefe principles account for the great liberty of the prefs in thefe king- 
doms, beyond what is indulged in any other government. _ It is fufficient- 
ly known, that defpotic power would fteal in upon us, were we not 
extreme watchful to prevent its progrefs, and were there not an eafy me- 
thod of conveying the alarm from one end of the kingdom to the other. 
The fpirit of the people muft frequently be roufed to curb the ambition of 
the court; and the dread of routing this fpirit, muft be employed to pre- 
vent that ambition. Nothing is fo eficctual to this purpofe as the liberty 
of the prefs, by which all the learning, wit, and genius of the nation may 
be employed on the fide of liberty, and every one be animated to 
its defence. As long, therefore, as the republican part of our yovernment 
can maintain itfelf againft the monarchical, it muft be extreme jealous of 
the liberty of the prefs, as of the utmoft importance to its prefervation. 


Since therefore the liberty of the prefs is fo effential to the fupport of 
our mixed government, this fufficiently decides the fecond queftion, 
“Whether this liberty be advantageous or prejudicial?” there being no- 
thing of greater importance in every ftate, than the prefcrvation of the an- 
cient government, efpecialiy if it be a free one. But I would fain go a ftep 
farther, and affert, that fuch a liberty is attended with fo few inconveni- 
encies, that it may be claimed as the commen right of mankind, and ought 
to be indulged them almoft in every government; except the ccelefiaftical, 
to which indeed it would be fatal. We need not dread from this liberty 
any fuch ill confequences as followed from the harangues of the popular 
demagogues cf Athens and tribunes of Rome. A man reads a book or 
pamphict alone, and coolly. There is none prefent from whom he can 
catch the paflion by contagion. He is not hurried away by the force and 
energy of action. And fhould he be wrought up to never fo feditious a 
humour, there is no violent refolution prefented to him, by which he can 
immediately vent his paflion. The liberty of the prefs, therefore, how- 
evcr abufed, can fearce ever excite popular tumults or rebellion. And as 
to thofe murmurs or fecret difcontents it may occafion, it is better they 
fhould get vent in words, that they may come to the knowledge of the 
magiftrate before it be too late, in order to his providing a remedy againft 
them. Mankind, ’tis true, have always a greater propenfion to believe 
what is faid to the difadvantage of their governors, than the contrary; but 
this inclination is infeparable from them, whether they have liberty or 
net.

It is a very comfortable refle€ion to the lovers of liberty, that this pe- 7 °* 
culiar privilege of Britain is of a kind that cannot eafily be wrefted from _ 
us, but muft lait as long as our government remains, in any degree, free 
and independent. It is feldom that liberty of any kind is loft all at once. 
Slavery has fo trighttul an afpect to men accuftomed to freedom, that it 
muit {teal in upon them by degrees, and mutt difguife itfelf in a thoufand 
thapes, in order to be received. But if the liberty of the prefs ever be 
loft, it muft be loft at once. The general laws againft fedition and libel- 
ling are at prelent as {trong as they poflibly can be made. Nothing can © } 
impole a farther reftraint, but either the clapping an IMPRIMATUR upon 
the prets, or the giving very large difcretionary powers to the court to punifh = © 
whatever cilpleates them. But thefe conceflions would be fuch a bare- 
faced violation of liberty, that they will probably be the laft efforts of a 
deipotic government. We may conclude, that the liberty of Britain is . 
gone for ever when thefe attempts thall fucceed, :

The latter had at firft been privately en- 
couraged and fupported by the Yurks, 
who were glad of an opportunity to 
lengthen out the confufions of a country 
which united had lately made them trem: 
ble, and could willingly have feen a few 
provinces wrefted from it, and annexed 
to Georgia, by which means they would 
have become in fome fenfe their own. 
But that prince having infinuated him- 
felf into the affections of the people, by

declaring that he did not pretend to the 
crown, but only to be their protector 
till, they fhould fx upon a monarch of 
their own nation, he gradually collected 
jo great an army, that on his approach 
to Iipahan, the capital, Shah Doub 
thought fit to retire to the mountains, 
‘Chen the Porte plainly difcovered its 
jealoufy of his pregrefs, and began to 
talk of checking his ambitious career. 
For this porpofe, as we were told, the 
Grand Signior fent to Bagdat one who 
had been long given out to be a grand- 
fon of Shah Huffein, the laft of the an- 
cient race of Sophis, and who was faid 
to have been a refugee in the Ottoman 
dominions, that he might be a compe- 
titor forthe diadem; but as we have 
not fince heard any thing about this 
pretended heir of the ancient Sophis, 
it would feem the proje& did not take 
with the Perfians. In the mean time, 
there were repeated accounts of a com- 
we victory having been gained by 

rince Heracliusover Shah Doub, which 
the Turks feemed willing to difcredit. 
Early lait year Heraclius pulled off the 
mak, laid down the title of Proteétor, 
and made a triumphant entry into I {pa- 
han, where he was proclaimed and ac- 
knowledged as Sophi. The Grand Sig- 
nior ordered two armies, one of so, and 
another of 60,c00 men, to be afiembled 
on that fide in the {pring ; but we never 
to much as heard of any place where 
they were actually incamped. For fome 
tume we were told, that affairs had begun 
to take a favourable turn in Perfia, that 
orcer was reilored in the capital, that 
trade was again opened with Roffia, 
and that the caravans might pafs and 
repafs with fafety. The new Sophi 
now talked of entering into a ftriét al- 
lance wath the courts ot Vienxa and Pe- 
tegfburg ; both thefe courts at firit feem- 
ed to reuih the propoial; and we were 
told that councils were held to delibe- 
rate uponit. Whether the fole confi- 
ceration that fach a meature would be 
highly offeniive to the Turks, was fuf- 
heient to determine their refolutions, or 
a change of appearances in Perfia had 
Gaewile ats own weight, is uncertain;

into the capital, he fpoke to them very 
plainly in the language of a matter and 


a conqueror. So hafty a ftep to the 
throne, and that with fuch an air, could | 


fcarcely fail to lofe him many hearts, 
which would of courfe foon diminith his 


army. Notwithftanding this, we had 


afterwards an account of a bloody battle 
between him and Shah Doub, in which 
the latter was dangeroufly wounded, 
and loft 12,000 men; upon which he 
was obliged to retire to Indottan. ‘This 
was foon followed by advices, That 
Heraclius himfelf was alfo in a weak 


condition: ‘That five new competitors — 


for the crown had ftarted up; namely, 
Karini Kan, who was pofieffed of the 
rincipal governments and the capital ; 
Vacki Kan, from the confines of India, 
at the head of 30,000 men ; Shah Mah- 
mod, King of the Agwans, with 40,000 
under his command; and Azad Kan, 
and Cherim Kan, the former of whom 
had defeated thagiiier near Haimadan : 
That, onaccount ofthe confufions, which 
prevailed as much as ever, the Dutch 
factory was removed from Baffora to 
Bafhire: and, That to the long conti- 
nued plague of civil war, thote of fa-. 
mine and pettilence were added. 
Though nothing is fo much publicly 
talked of as the maintaining of the pre- 
fent general peace, yet alliances and 
counter alliances are conftantly forming 
with a view to the next war that may 
happen ; almoit the whole potentates 
of Europe are explicitly in one of two 
parties, or are tacitly fuppofed to fa- 
vour the one or the other ; and thofe of 
mott activity and influence in both par- 
ties, are inceflantly endeavouring to make 
the great balance of power preponderate 
towards their own fide. The Orto- 
MAN Porve is now taken into the 
icheme of the Chrittian ftates, when 
they concert offenfive or defenfive mea- 


fures ; 
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fures ; and without doubt that extenfive 
empire muft be of confiderable weight 
in either fcale. Confidering the prefent 
{ituation of affairs in Germany and the 
North, the great influence which the 
courts of Verfailles, Stockholm, and Berlin, 
have for fome time had at Conftantino- 


) ple, cannot properly be pafled over in 
 filence. 


Though the Grand Signior, 
now in the decline of life, is well known 
to be ftrongly inclined towards peace ; 
yet it is the general opinion, that the in- 
trigues of thofe courts have fo difpofed 
matters, as, whenever they pleafe to give 
the fecret inftructions for it, he mutt de- 
clare war againit fome of his neighbours. 
To them it is afcribed, that, by popular 
infurreétions, or the clamour and mutiny 
of the janifaries, he has been obliged 
to declare Sultan Ibrahim his nephew, 
a man of an enterprifing and martial ge- 
nius, who has a {trong party in the di- 
van, heir-apparent to the throne ; to a- 
vow his clofe conneétion with the crown 


” of Sweden; and at different times to 


make fuch a maflacre or change of his 
miniftry, that at length fcarcely were 
there any in whom he could place con- 
fidence left about him. ‘To the fame 
influence it was fuppofed owing, that, in 
1752, the janifaries called fo loudly for 
a war with fome Ciggjtian power ; and 
that the humour did tiot fubfide till to- 
wards the end of the year, about which 
time, as fome of the Porte’s allies were 
not ripe for war, and the clamour raifed 
had helped to difconcert a favourite 
{cheme of the court of Vienna, the ja- 
nifaries were fuffered to be cajoled and 
bribed into order and obedience. In 
order, as was given out, to chaftife the 
rebellious Tartars, 6000 janifaries, in 
the month of March laft, marched to 
Oczakow, who were foon after followed 
by a much larger corps; and early in 
April other bodies of defiled to- 
wards the fame place: but the chattife- 
ment mentioned did not enfue. War- 
like preparations were made with fo 
much {kiil and diligence, and magazines 
of every kind fo well difpofed and pro- 
vided, that it was fuppoted the Turks 
had initrudiions from their allies, in whole 
quarrel they were ready to appear. 


3 
When the minitters of Vienna, Peterfiurg» 
and London, demanded the reaton of 
thefe great armaments, the moft pofi- 
tive aflurances were given them, that 
the Grand Signior had no intention to 
difturb the powers of Chriftendom ; nay, 
that if he thought himfelf wronged by 
any of them, he would, agreeably to 
the cuftom eftablifhed among potentates, 
hrit fet forth his complaints, and de- 
mand fatisfaction. Notwithftanding fuch 
{mooth talk, befides all the troops can- 
toned, on the fide of Raflia, at Bender, 
Choczim, Oczakow, and other places, 
the Cham of Crim-Yartary aflembled an 
army of about 120,000 men in the 
neighbourhood of Precop. This was 
fo far from being acknowledged to be 
in virtue of orders from Conftantinople, 
that, as we were told, a Turkith officer 
was fent to demand the reaton of 
a proceeding ; to whom the Cham made 
aniwer, that as the Porte had abandoned 
the defence of his countrymen, they had 
affembled to defend themfelves. What 
they pretend to be alarmed at, is, 
the growing power and populoufnefs of 
the colony of Serwians, lately fettled in 
the Ruffian Ukraine, who are now co- 
vered by feveral forts, built at the en- 
trance of the Steppe or Defart, which 
form a barrier to thut up the Crim-Tar- 
tars within their ifthmus. Mean while 
all that the Servians had done, was in the 
way of felf-defence, and within the Ruf- 
fian territories. As no hofblities were 
committed, it may, without any firetch, 
be reckoned, that the Turks did not de- 
fign to begin any war laft year; butthat 

thofe appearances, as former ones, 
were intended to intimidate the courts 
of Vienna and Peteriburg, by thewing 
how ready the Porte was to act whene- 
ver it fhould be judged neceffary. The 
miniiters from Vienna, Peterfburg, and 


London, have laboured affiduouily «o 


diffipate the jealoufies which the emif- 
faries of France, and its allies, had been 
raifing in the Ottoman miniftry againit

Conferences on the fub- 
ject of the limits were indeed lately re- 
newed. In thefe the party unwilling to 
accommodate the affair, might join, to 
avoid tle imputation of being averle to 
peaceable meaiures ; well knowing that 
fuch conferences could eafily be broken 
off again ; which in fact they foon were. 
Through the year the Swedes were very 
diligent in raifing fortifications on their 
frontiers ; and when the Emprefs of Ruf- 
fia caufed a camp be formed in Livonia, 
the court of Stockholm feized that as a 
colourable reafon for fending into Fin- 
land 1200 more troops. 

The concerns of Ruffa in regard to 
fome other ftates fall next to be confider- 
ed. Thofe motions of the Turki troops, 
and of the Crim-Tartars, which have al- 
ready been taken notice of, made it ne- 
ceflary to put things into a proper ftate 
of defence in the Ruffian Ukraine, where 
a confiderable body of forces was can- 
toned.—Several gangs of Huaidamacs 
having likewife committed depredations 
on the Ruffian frontiers, they were cha- 
fed back to their faftneffes by light-arm- 
ed parties.——There has been no friend- 
ly correfpondence between the courts of 
Peterfburg and Berlin, fince the recal of 
M. Grofs from the latter, on account of 
indignities faid to have been put upon 
him.—Neither has France been able to 
recover any influence in Ruffia, fince the 
offence given by the conduét of M. d’Al- 
lion when he was ambaflador there, and 
the refufal of the court of Verfailles to 
deliver up Colonel de la Sale, in order 
to his being punifhed, 

During the year the Emprefs has re- 
fided in or near her ancient capital of 
Mofcow.. Six fucceffive fires happened 
at that city in April, which contumed 
above 1000 houfes, and feveral churches, 
with a great many fhops and warehou- 
ges, and fome perfons lof their lives. 
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Not long ago another fire broke out in 
the Imperial palace there, which it re- 
duced to afhes, with a vaft quantity of 
rich furniture. A little before that, a 
dreadiul one at Archangel deftroyed to 
the value of about two millions of ru- 
bles. ‘The Emprefs has fhewed her ge- 
nerofity to the inhabitants of both pla- 
ces, among whom large fums of money 
have been diftributed, for enabling them 
to rebuild their houfes. ‘hey are alfo 
rebuilding the palace with all poffible 
diligence.——According to a lift lately 
publifhed by authority, the land-forces 
of this empire confift of 250,000 men, as 
well difciplined as any in Europe, with 
100,cc0 Coflacs and Kalmucs. ‘The 


_ fleet is compoied of 43 fhips of the line, 


300 gallies, and 160 {maller vefiels, 
manned by 40,c00 feamen. We are 
told, that the court has refolved to keep 
a body of 75 or 80,000 troops on the 
frontiers about Livonia, ready to march ; 
which is fuppofed to be in purfuance of 
the treaty of Peterfburg, concluded fome 
years ago between the two Empreffes, 
and afterwards acceded to by G. Bri- 
tain, and by the King of Poland as E- 
lector of Saxony. New Servia in the 
Ukraine, of which fomewhat has alrea- 
by been faid, becomes every day more 
populous ; the number of families that 
had come from Hungary, Sclavonia, 
and other places, to fectle there, within 
a year preceeding March laft, amount- 
ing to 25,000.—The Ruflian mifliona- 
ries continue to be very fuccefsful in 
gaining the Pagan and Mahometan in- 
habitants of the eaftern parts of that vait 
empire to embrace the faith of the Greek 
church, 

Sweden is clofely conne&ed in politics 
with the courts of Confiantinople, Ver- 
failles, and Berlin; on whofe affitance fhe 
mutt chiefly depend for the leaft hopes 
of recovering any thing from her potent 
neighbour. She likewife at prefent 
maintains a good underitanding with the 
court of Copenhagen ; but we have not 
heard of any engagements to furnifh fuc- 
cours on either fide, in cafe of a war.

- Though the troops of Denmark have 


not for a ‘ong time been more numerous, 


at the begioning of the year; yet they 
have b.en aup nented by fome new re- 
gimer!., and recruits have been raifing 
to coinplete rhe old ones.——They are 
there, asin ‘:aoft all the other coun- 
tries ot Eusupe, very intent upon the 
promoting of commerce. To encou 
rage their own manvfactures, the im- 
portation of foreign-wrought filks, and 


woriteds, and half-filks halt-worfteds, 


nor were ever on {uch a good fooung as 
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has been prohibited. Meafures have 
been taken for reviving and improving 
the fifhery of Norway, for leflening the 
inconveniences refulting from the rigour 
of that climate, devifing cheap and prac- 
ticable methods of meliorating the foil, 
and pointing out the moft expeditious 
ways of peopling the valleys in the in- 
terior parts of that kingdom. A confi- 
derable fum has alfo been advanced with- 
out intereit, for enabling a projector to 
ere&t a foundery there tor cannons and 
mortars. Such regulations have been 
made againft games of hazard through- 
out his Majeity’s dominions, as teemed 
the moft likely to detect practitioners in 
that way, and bring them to fuffer pu- 
nifhment ; and fevere penalties have been 
enacted againit all thote fubjects of Den- 
mark, who fhall allow themielves to be 
inlifted for the Britifh colonies in Ame- 
rica, as well as again{t thofe who inlift 
thein. 

The politics of a good many courts, 
particularly of thofe in GerMany, are 
{till much influenced by the {cheme which 
has been fome years in agitation, for get- 
ting the Archduke Jofeph, eldeft fon of 
their Imperiat Majefties, elected King of 
the Romans ; \n coniequence of which he 
would of courfe fuccced to the prefent 
Emperor, in cafe of {urviving him. This 
project was brought upon the tapis in 
1750, by his Britannic Majeity, Elector 
of Hanover, in concert with the court of 
Vienna ; and was favoured by feveral of 
the electors, who hoped that {uch an e- 
le€tion, before a vacancy in the [mpe- 
rial throne, might be a happy means of 
preventing war and contution, on the 
happening of the next event ot that fort. 
The chiet oppoter of it has all along 
been the King of Pruflia, Elector of 
Brandenturg. His principal obj. ctions, 
which he early propoicc. and yet infifts 
upon, were, That the Empercr was in 
the flower of his age, and erjoyed per- 
fe& health while all Europe wa: in pro- 
found tranquillity ; that nothing feemed 
to fhew the want of {uch an eleétion ; 
and that the candidate propofed was, 
and muft for tome time be a minor. To 
the two firft of thefe objeétions it was 
anfwered to this purpoie, That as the
